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County faces D-Day on new jail

The Lake County Board is expected to vote 
Tuesday, April 10 on the proposed $13.8 
million expansion of the Lake County jail, 
county offices and courtroom facilities. 

The finance committee voted April 4 to 
present an ordinance to the, county board 
authorizing the County Building Commission 
to proceed with the proposed expansion 
recommended by the Moyers Report. 

County Board members heard the com- 
plete presentation tor the first time at a 
special call board meeting April 4. 

Other proposals presented included 
building a new jail complex in the plaza area, 
at a cost of $17.4 million, which would result 
in a reduction of 80 parking spaces in the 
basement. The third proposal was to con- 
struct the new facility across Washington St. 
from the present courthouse, connecting the 
two structures with an overpass walkway at 
a cost of $14.4 million plus land acquisition 

Consultant Frederick Moyer said the plan 
approved by 'the finance committee, which 
calls for construction of the new jail in the 
parking lot, area to the north of the present 
county building, was the preferred plan. 

The acquisition of the portion of the 
parking lot owned by the City of Waukegan 
was not included in the cost of the project. 
The county owns half of the lot, adjacent to 



the present office tower, and the city owns 
the half of the lot to the north,.adjacent to the 
Waukegan Public Library. 

Dist. 4 County Board Member Norm Geary 
of Grayslake, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, pointed out that the committee action 
taken April 4 following the three-hour Moyer 
review, was not a spur of the moment action. 

"Because of overcrowding, we've got to 
get going on it," said Geary. "We paid a sub- 
stantial fee for these, authorities. Moyers 
helped establish the jail standards and* they 
did an excellent job on this study. They had 
all the answers. They really impressed me. 

"This is not our ( county board's) first 
chance to review this. It's been going on for a 
long time. We appoint people to the building 
commission and we hire recognized experts. 
This is what was recommended and I think 
the county board will adopt it," said Geary. 
. There was some opposition .to the action, 
said Geary, by Dist. 2 representatives John 
JBalen. who is oppose d to the pro posa l, and 
..Tony Serdar, who believes the county board 
is acting too fast. 

Geary said the proposal included in his 
committee's recommendation is preferred 
because "it keeps everything together in one 
working unit. Moving it away is too ex- 
pensive. Over the 30 year life cycle, seven 
percent will be spent on capital im- 
provements and 93 percent on operating 



costs. Our operating costs will besignifi- The finance committee chairman noted 
cantly lower if we keep' it (proposed new jail) that due to state and federal suits over jail 
where it is," Geary added.

"He taught me many, many things and 
how to get things done right," Polley said. 

During his tenure at ACHS, Dittman saw 
the course offerings increase .from 38 to 91, 
enrollment increase from 378, to 1,377, the 
faculty increase from 19 to 72 and three 
building additions. 

Dittman was involved in several activities 



in Antioch. He was a member of the Antioch 
American Legion Post No. 748; the United 
Methodist Church of Antioch, the $85 Civic 
Club, Sequiot Masonic Lodge and the Loyal 
Order of Moose. He also was a member of the 
Illinois Assn. of School Administrators and 
the NationalWood Carvers Assn. 

Dittman was a World War II Navy veteran 
and served as a representative of the Just 
-Foundation' Scholarship selection: com- 
mittee, which annually awards a scholarship 
-for journal ism education. 



His widow, Belinda, survives him, as do a 
son, Albert E. Dittman, Waukegan, and a 
daughter, Sharon Kenney, Wisconsin 
Rapids, Wis. 

Other •'- survivors include three sisters, 
Mabel Jones, Aurora, Alice Brooks, Center 
Moriches, Long Island,- N.Y., and Emma

New party bosses are old faces

Republicans and Democrats in Lake Coun- 
ty elected new leadership for the parties' 
central committees at respective county con- 
ventions. v 

Several hundred Democrats met at the cin- 
der-block walied'AFL-CIO Union Hall while 
a substantially larger, crowd of Republicans 
caucused among the plush surroundings of 
Waukegan's Swedish Glee Club. 

Democrats re-elected Waukegan attorney 
Jay Ukena for another term as party chair- 
man. Ukena had previously received the en- 
dorsement of nearly every office holder and 
power broker in the Democratic* Party in 
Lake County. 

Several miles away, the scene was much 
different as incumbent GOP chairman 
Robert Neal of Wadswbrth faced opposition 
from party Vice Chairman Donna Mae Lit- 
wiler of Inglesid^,.* 

Neal won re-election by a margin of about 
6,000 votes. Neal's winning total wasi8,265 as

precinct committeemen cast weighted votes 
based on the Republican turnout in their 
precinct March 20, 

Neal won strong support from Antioch, 
Lake Villa and Avon townships as well as an 
overwhelming 39 of 41 committeemen from 
Waukegan Township, and unanimous sup- 
port from Benton, Zion and Newport town- 
ship committeemen. Neal also won 
majorities from committeemen in Deerfield, 
Ela, Liberty ville and Waucohda townships. 

Litwiler won majorities in Grant, 
Fremont, Shields, Vernon, Warren and West 
Deerfield townships. Cuba Township was 
split. 

Antioch Township committeemen Joseph 
Veith, William Georgeson and Jim Fields 
were absent following the initial roll call of 
committeemen which took well over an hour. 

GOP Secretary Dave Skinner, of Lake 
Villa, originally counted by Litwiler as-one of 
her supporters, turned up backing Neal and. 
was appointed as the party's new vice chair- 
man. . . 

Several areas Where Litwiler had expected 
support, responded, instead with absences. 
There were five absent committeemen (700 
votes) missing from Cuba Township and 17 
precincts either absent of vacant from Deer- 
field Township (807 votes) . 
- Considered a key to the election was Liber- 
tyville Township which. observers felt could 
go either way due to a dispute last year with 
Neal over the. seating of appointed com- 
mitteemen. ' \ 

However, seven committeemen failed to 
show while another-10 precincts still remain 
vacant. Represented was more than 1,500 
weighed votes. Many of the remainder 
backed Neal. 



Another key area for Litwiler was to have, 
been Vernon Township, but nine com- 
mitteemen failed to show for the Party Con- 
vention. ' r 

Upon his re-election, Ukena took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to level a few 
volleys toward his • party's Republican 
challengers.

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U.S. Cable announces 'amnesty' for thieves

UiS. Cable of Lake County arid the Lake 
County State's Attorney's office have jointly 
announced a crackdown in Antioch and 
elsewhere in Lake County on theft of cable 
services. 

; Fred Foreman, Lake County State's At- 
torney, along with William Vinnes, U.S. 

able of Lake County general manager, 

irere joined by Hercules Delias, U.S. Cable's 
attorney, in announcing a "amnesty 
program" for persons using illegal decoders 
or tampered converters to pick up cable 
television programing. 

In a press conference at the U.S. Cable 
studios in Waukegan, Vinnes "outlined the 
amnesty program which is in affect during 
the month of April. 

U.S. Cable is offering a $20 "bounty" for all 
illegal decoders voluntarily brought in 



during the amnesty period. 

In a prepared statement, Vinnes noted, 
"obtaining any cable ty service without the 
authorization of the cable tv company is a 
crime in Illinois." 

Vinnes said that it is the position of U.S. 
Cable that many subscribers who are using 
the illegal devices are not fully aware of the 
"severe consequences" which they may face 
if they are found to be using the "illegal 
boxes." 

During April, persons bringing in .the 
illegal equipment will be given $20 cash or in 
cable service credit along with a statement 
in writing assuring them that tf.S. Cable will 
not institute any civil or criminal action 
against them. 

"There will be no additional charges 
assessed to a subscriber who brings in a tarn-

pered unit during this amnesty period," state 
Vinnes. 

"This is not only a problem which plagues 
U.S. i CaJole, but it is a problem nationwide," 
he stressed. 

Recognizing the. detioration in profits 
which this problem is causing, U.S. Cable is 
using the, "amnesty program" as a "first 
step" toward doing something about it. 

Vinnes expressed his appreciation of the 
work which the state's attorney's office has 
been doing concerning the problem. 

"We support and- stand behind U.S. 
Cable," Forman said. "Persons using the 
'devices are stealing." 

It was pointed out that not only U.S. Cable 
is. losing income from the "thieves," but the 
municipal governments are also losing fun- 
ds. 

Should persons be taken to court for using 
the devices, Forman noted they could ex- 
pectj/if convicted", to have the offense part of 
their criminal record along with a large fine, 
upto $1,000. 

"In aggravated circumstances^ we _will 
seek some kind of work release for these In- 
dividuals," Forman added. 

Vinnes explained that the cable com- 
panies, since they use phone lines, will be 
able to use the phone company's tracking 
system to point out the illegal users. 

A second phase to combat the theft of cable 
services, pinpointing illegal users, willtake 
place beginning in May. 

"We. can' not encourage people strongly 
enough to take advantage of the amnesty 
period," Vinnes said. 

Delias noted that further information on 



the program, along .with the laws, which 
govern the situation, are contained in the 
April U.S. Cable guide. 

Besides' the criminal charges^ effective 
January 1, 1984, civil penalties may also be 
made against the individuals, 
v The civil charges could reach a maximum 
of $311 per month for.each month the illegal 
equipment is in use. 

•Delias explained that a majority of sub- 
scribers who are using the illegal equipment 
purchase the "basic $8 package" from U.S. 
Cable, then by using the decoder, they can 
obtain the entire $52 package free. 

Using the example of 1,000 subscribers 
doing this, it would result in a loss of revenue 
of $52,000 per year to U.S. Cable and a loss of 
$18,000 per year to the municipal govern- 
ments affected in the way of franchise fees. 

Foreman explained that the state's at- 
torney's office is concerned with the possible 
federal government infractions . of tran- 
sporting the "boxes" across state lines. 

A total of five criminal cases have been in- 
stituted in Lake County within the past five 
months. 

Three additional cases are pending in- 
volving the prosecution of persons who were 
, selling the devices in Lake County. 

The devices are obtainable through mail 
order catologues at a cost of. approximately

overcrowding, "we've got to get going on it. 

"How long can you look at something? You 
have to make a decision, We said we 
wouldn't make a decision (April 4) and we 
didn't. Some have suggested we hold public 
meetings and I'm not opposed to that, but the 
trend has been that nobody will show up. 

VWe're the elected representatives. We're 
supposed to make the decisions," said 
geary, admitting "we'll always have people 

ho don't like to act." 

"We can be penny wise and dollar foolish, 
especially if the judge hails us for not acting 
fast enough," Geary added. "We're not ram- 
ming it down anybody's throat. This didn't 1 
come from one three-hour meeting. They 
were discussing this before I came back on 
the board." 

The new expansion calls for jail cells to 
house. 192 inmates, an additional thr.ee court 
rooms, three-tier parking facilities and 
remodeling of the present 10-story office 
tower. 

The expansion should meet the county's 
needs to the year 2005. 

The existing jail facility would then be 
remodeled for use as a community correc- 
tions center, providing facilities for the 
sheriff's department, work release and adult 
probation. 

Plans call for 300 parking spaces in the new 
parking facility, an additional 150 by buying 
the Sears garage and parking area, plus the 



80 spaces which currently exist under the 
building. 

Cost of the three-story -parking facility-is 
estimated at $1.8 million and purchasing the 
Sears property is estimated at $1.2 million. 

The total meets the ,570 spaces the City of 
Waukegan has. said are needed to meet the 
requirments of the staff and those* who use 
the county building.' 

Remodeling of the county tower using a 
modular office approach will cost an 
estimated $7-$8O0,000i said Geary, but take 
care of the county's space needs for the next 
20 years without building a new building. 
With a better use of existing space through 
remodeling, it is expected that a 33 percent 
increase in office area can be achieved. 

A referendum would not be necessary to 
finance the proposed structure. The cost to 
the taxpayers will depend on how the bonds 
are sold to finance the construction, the 
period over which it is financed and paid 
back, and the assessed valuation of the coun- 
ty. . ' y 

Geary said the old courthouse at one time 
reached a rate of 9 or 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, "but I don't think it .will 
be that much because our assessed valuation 
•is much higher now." 

Geary said the old courthuse bonds will 
soon be paid off so there will be only a slight 
overlap in the financing of the two building 
programs.
